BKIDESATE GOOD NEWS FROM 

THE COPPER MINE. 

Tho Surprise lolt (luaen Charlotte Island 
on the 7th inst., havinjj landed tho niimirs and 
stores sent up by the .Skidegate Company. 
She brings the foroinsii Mr. Knnn, and 7 
returned minors, "together with a ton and a 
half of ore ftom the mine. Capt. McKay 
reports having had a very rough passage, ho 
never cxporienoed such severe weather in 
auy previous winter. 

From Mr. Enno, who baa been superin- 
tending the working ol the mine for six 
months, we learn that bis party bad sunk a 
shaft 85 feet, on a well defined lead with a 
splendid wall, and easily worked, descending 
about two feet iu si.'c. The vein varying ia 
thickness from G or seven inches to three feet 
and looking very proinisinif. Galleries or 
drifts had been run 40 fciit on one aide and 25 
the other. 

The roinerd cxperlonocd no dilSaulty in 
sinking the shaft, but are now troubled with 
bad nir, and it will be necessary to introduce 
fresh air into the shaft. 

The working party had constructed their 
hou-^ics »ud made tlicmsolves a.-i csmforlablo 
as circumstances would permit, 'i'hny wtie 
short of lumber, iron, implements, ami sundry 
articles, which caused suma iiiooiivonion-:B, 
and three men wero left in eliargo while tho 
rest of the men returned uutil they were fully 
supplied with what was requisite to carry on 
the work vigoroMsly. 

All parties express great cenfidence in tho 
success of the underiaking, ar.d think tho 
shareholders have got ono of tho best things 
ill the colony. 

Tho specimens from the lead which we 
saw on board arc apparently eicellenl. It 
appears to be composed of a kind of soft gran- 
ite, richly imprcgnatod with yellow ore. The 
lead wo aro told Is surrounded by a sort of 
greasy blue clay, or soft soap stone. 

The weather during the past six months 
on tiuc^n Charlotte Island, Mr. Euna says 
has been particularly fine and pleasant ; the 
sun frequently shono bright through tho 
winter, and they bad but one fall of snow 
which only lasted twenty-four hours, and was 
three inches deep. The spot where tbuy i.ro 
at work is well sheltered, which ntakea tho 
air peculiarly mild for those latitudes, 

Tho Indians who ore encamped about ten 
miles olt' are troublesome duriog warm 
weather, niid inuKe iiso of threats towards 
Iho white men. A visit from a Man-of-war 
to tho locality is desirable to keep them in 
awe. 

Tho chief of tho tribe was a passeoger on 
board the Surprise. 

BBIiliA COOLA— PTTRTHBR OP THE 
ROBE NEWMAN. 

The schsoner Rose Newman, after landing 
her freight at Koskeemo, ran for lienlinck 
Arm, but was overtaken in a storm in Ciueen 
Charlotte Sound, losioj; her mainsail, and 
was driven on the rocks oil Safely Cure, 
where she soon went to pieces, only about 
8500 worth ol cargo boiug saved. The crew 
reached Beutinok Arm, and Ben S|iiiiii, ono 
of the men, went up with Sebaslopul s party 
to Naas Hiver. 

The schooner Amslio had arrived with 
goods at Bella Coelu. Adam Itoss, owner of 
tiie Ferry at that place, and Gilinore, his 
nephew, with another person (name not 
known) went out hunting with sumo Bella 
Coula lodiaas who turned upon the white 
men and fired upon tbem killing the man 
whose nome is not slated, and wounding 
Robs badly in the thigh.

Brigaud.-iRo in Southern Italy, 
The Timet' Naples correspondent writing 
on the 14th says :— Caruso, the iiotorions 
brigand chief, has bean laken, as my lail 
letter informed you ; but the man w ho has 
long been tho scourge ol several provinces 
tctpiires a fuller notico. For three years he 
has k»|it Ihe province of Heiieventnin espe- 
cially in a stale of terror by ferocious acts 
which luive scarcely ever been ei|Uallad oven 
iu Southern Italy. Whole.iale butchery, 
mulilalion, and violation ef women, have 
been during Ihis period his daily pastime, 
and the thirst ol blood which seems to have 
distinguished this monster spared neither ogo 
nor SCI. On one occasion bo is said lo have 
murdered 13 of Ihe peasantry of tho Capi- 
lanata with his own band; with B razor. 
From tke 1st to tho 15th September last it is 
calculated Ikat 100 murdera.were committed 
by his band, divided into stnall detachmants. 
Olid cutting off unresiittng iinatmed persons 
in detaiL At the very gatea of tha small 
town of San Bartolommao, on the 9th of 
.September, be slaughtered a oumbor of the 
inlmbitanls, and his aadaeity led him at last 
to threaten even Beneveotum, He was only 
25 years of age and a native of Torre Mag- 
giore. Of middling height aud thin, there 
was n restless e.xpression in Ihe right syo, 
which made him extremely ropnisivo ; a loni; 
chin, (diestnnt colored beard, long thin nose, 
sod olive complexion complete Ihe portrait 
of the incnsler. He was formerly n timber 
merubant, or rath<!r a dealer in wood, which 
gave him the opportunity cf acquainting 
liim.iolf with llio woods aud by-patlis of the 
coiinlrv, a k in)wli!,if;o which has been 
50 laial ti) his nmneroui \ icliins. In 18(31 he 
wiiH urrested on a charge of being connected 
with a band of ihioTcs. During thu reaction 
he ei-eapeil, ami has ever since kept in the 
nptii cmuilry, at tha head of GO well aniieil 
oiiil well moiinled ine.i. Ordinary ulTorts fail- 
iiiL; I I feciKo liiiii, Cuneral I'allavieiiii, who 
cuininiiniled at .\,sprniiioote, was sent against 
liiin, and by iintiriiu; energy helms at length 
ile.stroyoil nearly thu wholo band and captured 
CariHo himself, though the immediate honor 
of the allair bolon;i3 to the mobilized National 
(,;nard of .Molinara. lie was taken at four 
o'clock on the morning of the !>th \mi.. lo- 
fiether with a girl called Filomcna della 
Kiccia, whom he parried olT and violatad a 
lew inonihs since, after hi^ving murderai] her 
fiiiher, Togotlier with them was laken a 
young lad of IT, who was muoh reduced by 
his sutl'eriugs Irom a musket shot !o the arm- 
It is easy to imagioa the iolensa Joy wbiob 
filled Iho many thousands who assembled last 
Friday afternoon onlsido the town of Beno- 
venluin to wiliu'ss tho arrival of tha brigand. 
At last hn apiieared, seated on an ass and 
bound with uiiuiy cord'', .\rjund him were 
lliu .N'alioniil IJimril of .M.diiiarn, and St the 
head WHS tha .Syiidio of .Muliiinra, who coiii- 
mandod the brave men who took him. In 
the uveiiiMi,' a dinner was ijivDn lo Ibi) (iuard, 
and uflor" ards lliey were taken oil' to the 
llieutris, where they were received will) the 
greaiHil a|ipliiu^e, In tact, tho wbulo pro- 
viiito is ill (wv^iivily at boing liberated, not 
meroly from liiis uionsler, but from brigand- 
aue.

OOI.I) MINKS ON' DOW HIVRU. 

The following extract from the journal ol 
a settler, publiaheil in the Nor' Wetter, gives 
some account of the mints on the head- 
waters of Bow river, which falls into tbo 
aiiulh branch ol tho Sascutchowun. The 
writer was ono of a party who cr.uie aorosi 
the mountains with Count Castigiioaa, the 
Dalian uobleman, whose exportation of live 
Elk from OrcgdnYSe^(n^tioed?]ibine': tvyo; 
montha' apo : 

I montioncd we had 12 carts. Those wo 
left as we wore going at the foot of the 
Mauntaio — on Ibia side, and left all out extra 
luggage there too-ibnryi&'g^il "under the 
ground. When wo left Oolville, on tho ICih 
iiepterober we of course came straight in 
where we bad left our carta and baggage, 
but were aslonjabod .t0;.find all our stull — 
clothing, provisiocs, abimunition, ko. — dug 
up and carried oQ;. some of our carts too. 
Observing the-. direction i of the plundering 
party, we followed, tbem and oaiyio up to 
them after two days bard (ravel. Tboy were 
Amerioans — 22 in aumber, going to the gold 
mines at the head waters,of:ttiefBo.w Biv.e.r. 

We had no trouble in getting oar property, 
all but some provisionrand sboct which had 
already baen used up, , Havlag rolurnad.and 
got things ready, westarfed tar^a'metitabing 
tho samo course which wo had followed 
going. 

Wc arrived hero on the 28lh November — 
having been about five months and a half 
away. When wo lelt the Kooky Moiintiiiii.'f 
wo had 30 horses, but we reached here with 
only 1.0— the rest having " knocked up ' by 
the way. 

I spoke of 22 minors. Lot me any a little 
about tbem. Tlio miner who first discovered 
the Frasor Rivor and Cariboo diggings camo 
ovor tho mountuliis to this sido last spring, 
and prospected along Iho How Uivsr. Jle 
had five men with him. They were i«ry 
successful— found rich diggings which [layed 
them jE5 each por day. Knowing that ttiaro 
was any amount of gold thero tho head 
miner resolved to go down to Fort Benton, 
and get up a party for his mines. He ac- 
cordingly got ono John Monro to guide him 
to Benton, and ho thero made up a party of 
21 men whom he sent back to the Bow 
River inin^s ander the' same guide. Thesu 
wore the 22 men who helped themselves to 
our supplies. 

This John Munro is notv, and for a long 
time back has been living with the Ulaok- 
feet : bat he had originally come oot as ap- 
prentice clerk Tn lha Hudson Bay company. 
Hs told ma that' he bad himself soen tho 
miner* takioe out X5 worth of gold each por 
maq por.day, 'at the ^ow Biver mines, and 
that the head liiiaar whom b'e'hod guideil to 
Fort Benton, said that these .rnioos wero 
richer than ony on tho west sids of the 
.Mountain, as another year would; ?hpw. 
Bow Rivor, let lue remind you, falls into tho 
South IJranch. 

GllAlN AT RKD BIVKR. 

A t'liond says that, from eight bushels of 
wheat, he has realised four hundredweight 
of flour, all but 6 lbs., ami had the pollard 
besides. This speaks woll for Kod River 
grain. — iVb r'itesler .' 

Wo havs it on good aulbority that some of 
the wheat grown last season in this sottlo 
mint weighed 68 lbs, per bushel ; C8 lbs. is 
not at all uncommon. .

TXRRIUI.E AcOIDaNT AT IHI OmiB MiNE' 

—Tho Virginia Daxhj Unitn of February 4th 
says : " One ol the moat terrible accidents 
that ever occurred in this city took place 
last night, obout 8 o'clock, at the north 
works of the Ouhir, by which one minor was 
buried at a doplh of ono hundred and ten feet 
beneath the surlaco of tho earth, and several 
others moro or leas injured. A few weeks 
ago a tunnel was run into tha sido of the 
bill for a dislanoa ol about twenty feet, aud 
shaft sunk. Tho roof of tho tunnel was 
about ten or fifteen feet from the lop of tho 
grcand outiide, and was timbored up. Yes- 
terday it was feared that Iho limbering im- 
mediately over the mouth of the shaft would 
give way and precipitate all the earth above 
iuto it, and several men were set lo wtrk on 
the outside to dig down until they cnme to 
the tunnel timber, which thoy wero to repoir. 
It was a dangerous job, for if tha ground 
should give woy beneath tlinm thoy wero auro 
Vo fall an immense depth into tho shalt imino- 
diatoly below. There woio lour meu on 
tha outside, and three at the mouth of 
the shaft ioside, when the limbers broke 
through, and the catastrophe occurred. 
The names of those outside were William 
Bone, William Sullivan, Johp Xobtn; and 
another. Those inside wero uamed James 
Bennett, Palriak MoCaity and Pat. Conin. 
Bone was buried beneath tho mine at an un- 
known depth. Sullivan recaived a severe 
cut in the head, and is badly hurl ; and an- 
other ipon whoso niinio wc coulij not learn, was 
iiijerud by a timber falling on his head, and 
had bis log crushed. Patrick McCarty was 
caught foot times and thrown down, and es- 
caped almost miraculously. The others wero 
unhurt. As soon as tho accident bocamu 
known, all tho miners in ilio vicinity rnshod 
to the spot to roiidcr all tbo aisistaiico possi- 
bio. It is tho opinion ol many, that Hone 
must have been killed instantly, or sinothured 
to death, while others supposed that ho might 
be yet alivo, and even fancied that iboj 
could hear hi' cries. Thero Is a lower tunuej 
biit a short dislanoe below thu shaft, and 
running irpmedi^teiy under it, and the only 
way that any ftssistanoe could be rondored 
to tho unfortunate man was in that direotion, 
by shoreling Ihe dirt away from tho bottom 
or the abaft and digging upward. The task 
was a herculean one, besides tho danger; but 
at th« time of oar visit, at o'clock last 
night, there were at least fifty parsons at 
work, with spades ond sbovflf, trying to ei- 
Irioatc the man if alive, or gel possession of 
hii body if dead. His name is Wm. Bone, 
is about 'i4 yoars of ago, and is a native of 
Cornwall, EiigUnd,

Married couploi and single nnon can 
only be ossistod in their pasiuga by warrants 
issued in the eolooy, partlcnlari of which 
oau ba obtained at tbia office."

— In consequence ol tho withdrawal of 
the restrictions which bavo hitherto pre- 
vented tho colony from introducing emigrants 
from the United States of America, both of 
the olasi generally styled " Oontrabands" 
and others of the same race, o public meet- 
ing was reconlly hold at IJeorgeiown, Dume- 
rara, at wbich leiolulions wero passed for the 

fturpose of renewing the oiToits for inducing 
aborerf from America to suttla in thu colony, 
"A scheme," says the Creole, '' proposed by 
Olio ol ihe speakers at the meotiiig ( F. Win- 
ter), eommends itself to Ihe favor of tho 
publjo 'bn many grounds. . The colony is 
committed to an expensive immigtatioa 
sohcme, and it is aalculaied that the demand 
for Coolies and Chinese will be for soma 
years to oome'at the rate oi 4,000 perannam. 
Tbeie, supposing the namber to be equally 
divided butwcon the two olassei, will cost 
Eoms S4fl0,000 per annum, of which the col- 
ony's share will be auout Sr20|000. But 
Mr. Winter suggests that that amount uf tax- 
ation should be np[iropriated to the raising of 
a loan of some 3'Jii0,0Ull, re-paynblo iu fifteen 
years. With a little mors than half the 
loao, some 20,000 Americans might be at 
once Introduced, computing tho expense at 
S2j per head ; and the balance might bo ap- 
plied aa a jirovision for the people on their 
arrival, in the shape of loaes to tho owners 
of land who mi;;lii be disfiosed to employ 
the people iu tho cultivation uf cullun or 
any other proilucta. Tho scheme is, of 
courio,- bat-ed u|)uii the supposilion that poo- 
|)le of n Euilable class can be got in sulficient 
numbers — a point that could be very soon 
cleared up by sending a delegate to the 
United ■ States, na Mr. Walker was sent last 
year." 

The Knout. — The knout," ho said, "had 
a short massive handle, and a heavy leather 
lash, about sight feet long. It resembled 
Ihuse tremendous whips with which the Cos- 
sasks of tho Ukraine, when they have 
brooKbt a wolf to bay, oan kill him at a sin- 
gle blow. Tho lash was formed of leather, 
so as to give tws sharp edges along its whole 
length,, and ' sometimes ' bound with wire 
thread ; the end terminated in a little iron 
hook. ' It has ' ho- handle, bat cae cad yas 
left supple, so that the execuliunec could 
wind il ruund his wrist. At every blow, tho 
sharp cdgus of the stiff curved lash fell on 
the criminal's back, and cot him as with 
eight yards of a pliant double edged sword 
Tho executioner, subtle iu his craelty, had 
learni not to roughly witliilruw thy hfli, bul 
to draw il towards bun, s» as lo remove long 
flaky band.-i ol liojii, llie hook being devised 
witli d'iTilish ingenuity fur this dstustable 
purpose. The hiili was al.-o purposely long, 
lhat it lapped rouiii' tho body, niid cut deep 
into tho chest at the same liine that it de- 
stroyed the whole of tho buck. Indoed, to 
lull you the Iraiik Irulli, my dear sir, it was 
well known that the e.>:eciiiiniier could, if ho 
chose, kill any man at ono blow of tho 
knout, by lapping him round the lungs and 
heart ; but. as the '' lioiirreiui" was gener- 
ally bribed, hu eeldom put forth his whole 
force. When the knout was bonctitly used, 
the orimirial, if he survived the first blow, 
usually fainted at the third, and died about 
the fifth. A ukase of I'etur the (Jieat fixed 
the inaximum of blows ut 101 (we Russians 
have a superstlllous respect for odd num- 
bers)'; buf^wbelher tbo knout beeame 
heavier, or we became more effeminate, tha 
101 blows, which, of oourse, implied death, 
were never given in the Emperor Nicholas's 
time." — All the Ttar Rouml.
